Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative stated that the rejection of claim 4 under 
35 USC 1 12, first paragraph should be withdrawn because there is support for the limitation in the specification on 
page 12, second paragraph. The examiner agreed to withdraw this rejection. Applicant's representative stated that the 
art of record fails to teach a container that is deformable such that it can conform to the shape of the food item and 
form a headspace to hold the steam emitted from a ventilated pizza box in order to keep the pizza dry as well as 
provide heat for the box. Applicant's representative stated that the bag of Scott would not provide the headspace 
required to effectively remove the steam from the box of Zion. Examiner noted that the claims do not recite any type of 
headspace limitation associated with the container or any degree of deformability of the container. Examiner also 
noted that Workman, Russell, and Mogil still read on "deformable" as presently recited. The Examiner stated that prior 
art of record could be overcome by amending the claims include specific structural features of the container to better 
limit the term "deformable" and the container's ability to receive and hold steam. 
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
